W# may summarise the discussion 
of the last two Chapters here by 
making a Hat of the chief elements 
In thla complicated accumulation of 
human beings which made up the 
later Babylonian and Egyptian civ¬ 
ilisations of from two thousand five 
hundred to three thousand yeara ago. 
These element* grew up- and became 
distinct ohe from another in The 
preat river valleys of the world In 
the course of five or elx thousand 
years. They developed mental dis¬ 
positions and traditions and attitudes 
Of thought' one to another. 

The civilisation In which we live 
to-day ie simply carrying on and 
still further developing and working 
out and rearranging: these relation¬ 
ships. Thie la the world from which 
we Inherit. It Is only by the tenta¬ 
tive study of their origins that we 
can detach ourselves from the preju¬ 
dices and immediate Ideas of the par¬ 
ticular class to which wc mey be¬ 
long and begin to understand the so¬ 
cial and political questions of our 
own time. 

The Greet Serial Divisions. 

(1) First, then, came the priest¬ 
hood. the temple eystem. which was 
the fidrieua and the guiding Intelli¬ 
gence about which the primitive civ¬ 
ilisations grew. It was still In these 
later days a great power In the 
aorld, the chief repository of knowl¬ 
edge and tradition, an influence-over 
the lives of every one. and a binding 
force to hold theh community to¬ 
gether. But It woe no longer all-, 
powerful, because Its nature had 
made It conservative and inadapt- 
• able. It no longer monopoHxed 
knowledge nor Initiated fresh ideas. 
Keernin* had already leaked out 4a 
other less pledged and controlled 
people, who thought for themselves. 
About the temple system were 
grouped Its priests and priestesses, 
its scribes, its physicians, its magi¬ 
cians. its lay brethren, treasurers, 
managers, directors and the like. It 
owned great properties and often 
hoarded huge treasures. 

<2) Over against theh priesthood, 
and originally arising out of it, was 
the c ourt system^headed by a king 
dr a "king of krngs," who was in 
la tar Assyria and Babylonia a sort of

Many of his offi¬ 
cials, particularly his provincial offi- 
ciela, had great subordinate cstah- 
lishments. and were constantly tend¬ 
ing to become independent.

It was. therefore, a different thing 
in its origin from the nobility of the 
early Aryans, which was a republi¬ 
can nobility of elders and leading 
men. - -i
